Frank Allen Hoggan 1901-1969 

Frank Allen Hoggan was born June 9, 190 1, to James Morn and Hilda Hoggan, in Salt Lake City, 
Utah. 

By the time Frank was born, there were four children in the family; James, Morn, Mary, and John. 
Two years later, another son, Albert, (better known as Dutch) was born, making the family complete. 

In November of 1903, because of his Mothers poor health, the family moved to Granger where 
there was a more quiet atmosphere. They settled on a fruit farm where Frank and his brothers and 
sister spent many hours. 

In 1916, his Father passed away, leaving his invalid wife and her children. It was necessary then, 
for Frank to help as much as he could with the family expenses. This responsibility he accepted willing 
He sought and found work at the Magna Mills. 

In 1919, he obtained employment as an Electrician with the Salt Lake and Utah Railroad, as a 
Sub-station operator. He worked along with his brother Jack. They spent many pleasant hours there 
as their friends would gather to visit with them. Frank became the "barker" for many of his friends. 
While there, he took a course in Electricity and became an Electrician for the Railroad; a position he 
maintained for 27 years. 

On November 7, 1926, Frank married Ellis May Peterson, of Lehi, Utah. They were married in 
the Salt Lake Temple. To this happy union were born four children; LaRae, now Mrs. Kay Candland; 
Robert or Bobby, who lived only until he was 7; Glen Allen; and Merlyn, Now Mrs. Jerald C. Jackman. 
They lived in Taylor ville much of their married life.. 

Nine years after their marriage, sadness came into Franks life, for his lovely wife was taken In 
Death. This was a great blow to Frank, but he rallied and was both Father and Mother to his children, 
giving to them his love and devotion. 

A year later, another blow came to Frank as Bobby, his eldest son, died as a result of an accident. 
Frank, in his own quiet way, carried on; always keeping in mind the promise and council given to him 
in his Patriarchal Blessing which said, "Therefore, be true to the responsibilities that devolve upon 
thee, and the Lord will bless the labor of thy hands, quicken thy understandings, open up thy vision 
before thee, point out paths of safety, and warn you of danger in time to avoid them." These promises 
have sustained Frank throughout his life, and made of him the humble, faithful man he was known to 
be. 

In 1941, Frank purchased a small home in Granger, where he and his family lived until 1950. Dur- 
ing this time, he served as President of the Elders Quorum. 

In 1942, the Railroad was dissolved and Frank obtained work with C.W. Silver Company. 

In 1946, Frank met Anna Nelson and they were married in the Salt Lake Temple. Anna accepted 
the children with love and joyousness, because she had never had a family of her own. They remained 
in Granger until 1950 when Frank and Anna and the family bought a home in Salt Lake, located in this 
Second Ward of Liberty Stake. Here again Frank became active, serving in the M. I. A. Presidency. A 
few months later, he was asked to be a Counselor to Bishop Lorenzo Smith. 

In 1951, Bishop Smith was released and Frank gas sustained and set apart as Bishop of the North 



Second Ward (which later became Second Ward). 

Frank served joyously in this position for 8 years. He was humble and serious, but never lost his 
sense of humor, nor his love of joking happily with the members of his ward. He loved the people here, 
and was loved and respected by them. 

About this time, Frank and Don McLelland decided to go into a business partnership; the H. 
and M. Electric Motor business. This was a very satisfying partnership, which later another fine young 
man; Dan Janson, was taken into the partnership. It was here that Frank carried on his daily work until 
the time of his retirement in 1966. 

In 1958, Frank was released as Bishop of the Second Ward. A lovely farewell party was held, and 
Frank always remembered the group of young people who sang to him these words (using music of 
Thanks for the Sunday School). 

Thanks Bishop Hoggan for all you have done, 

For blessings you, have given us — 

Victory we've won. 

Thanks to you Bishop, 

Youve labored with care 

That we in the light of the Gospel may share. 



In 1959, Frank and Anna bought a lovely new home on 2900 East in the Canyon Rim Area. Here 
again, Frank enjoyed a busy, full life. He worked with the Adult Aaronic group and loved this work. A 
year later, he was sustained as Bishop of the Canyon Rim Ward. This was a humbling experience for 
Frank, as he was new to the area, but he tried his best to fulfill 
this position. He served in this capacity until 1965, when he was 
released. 

During this period, the ward honored Frank at a lovely din- 
ner party and presented a program of "This is Your Life." Frank 
enjoyed this so very much, and cherished the memory to the 
last. 

Because of ill health, and not being able to keep up the large 
lot around his home, Frank and Anna moved back into their 
former home on Sixth East. In 1966, Frank was hospitalized for 
an operation, recovered and even then he was not in the best of 
health. He was happy in doing much Temple work and serving 
as a guide on Welfare Square. He and his brother Dutch, served 
in this capacity each Saturday morning and enjoyed a close com- 
panionship. 

In 1966 He became a member of the High Council of Lib- 
erty Stake. A position he maintained through the kindness of 
this Stake Presidency, all through his illness. 




Frank and Ellis 

Frank and Ellis May Peterson were married Nov 17th, 1926 in the Salt Lake Temple. This was a 
happy marriage ; and to them were born four children: Larae (now Mrs. A. Kay Candland), Robert, 
Glen Allen, andMerlyn (Now Mrs. Gerald Jackman) 

They made their home in Taylorsville for several years and had many wonderful friends in that 
area. I remember most hearing about the Swensen family who lived next door to them. Sister Sw- 
ensen served as nurse when each of the children were born. Frank and Ellis loved her very much. Thru 
the years Frank has kept in touch with the children of these fine neighbors. 

Nine years after their marriage, a great sadness came to Frank when Ellis was taken in death on 
June 29th 1935. They had had such a short time together, and I am sure that Frank found it hard to 
understand just why they had to be separated. But he was not one to complain. He loved her very 
much thru their years together, and though time did help to heal the hurt, she lived in his memory to 
the end of his days. 

Frank carried on, being both father and mother to his children. 

His neice, Margaret Hoggan (Morns Daughter) played a wonderful part in their family, for she 
lived with them for a few years and helped Frank. The children loved her very much. 

In 1936, another grief came to Frank when his son Bobby was run over by a train and did not 
survive the shock of having his leg amputated. In his sweet, understanding way, Frank felt that perhaps 
his mother had desired to have one of her children with her. Each year on Feb. 14th, Bobby s birthday, 
Frank talked about this boy he loved so much. 

Now of course Frank is reunited with Bobby, his parents, and Ellis (whom Frank loved), and I am 
very sure that he is very happy in renewing the love they knew. 
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Frank and Anna 

Frank and I were married in the Salt Lake Temple on October 10th ; 1946. This was the start of 23 
years of happiness. We first lived in the little home in Granger, where Frank and the children had lived 
for a few years before our marriage. 

Here in that home we had many good times with friends and family. Frank was serving in the 
Elder s Quorum as president, and thru this office we met some very dear friends: Blanch and Rudger 
Nelson, Fern and George Fairbourne, Barbara and Leon Miller, Lavina and Bud Hendrickson, Lucille 
and Bill Cox. We all met together very often and had dinners. There were many other choice friends 
in Granger with whom we spent many happy hours. 

We lived in that house for the first four years of our marriage. La Rae had just graduated from 
the Cyrus High School, Glen was attending Granite High School, and Merlyn, the Jr. High. I was very 
thankful to have these children and we've had some good times together. Each Friday evening the five 
of us would go to a show. 

La Rae started to work at Kresses, later attended the U of U for a short while, but she decided 
she would rather work. Glen was very active in school, especially in the seminary program. He had a 
special friend, Chad Olsen, with whom he spent a lot of time. By his Junior year he also had a special 
girl friend, LeRae Christensen, LeRae was a niece of my dear Christensen friends from the Emigration 
ward. Merlyn was active in the MIA classes and at times had her class meet in our home. 

In 1950 we moved into Salt Lake (714 South 6th east). This was a lovely home situated in the 
Second ward of the Liberty stake. By this time LaRae was married to a Candland of Lehi, Utah, and 
shortly after, Glen went into the National Guard and was sent over to Germany. Merlyn was still at 
home with us, and attended the South High School. She was very unhappy at having to move from the 
Granite High and leave her friends. But she found friends in the Second ward and soon became very 
busy in church work, even to fulfilling a stake mission. 

About a year after we moved into this home, Frank was called to serve as a second counselor to 
bishop Jay Smith. He had been serving in the Y.M.M.I. A. This was a wonderful opportunity for Frank, 
and he was very happy serving in this capacity. A few months later, Bishop Smith was transferred to 
Denver, and Frank was ordained Bishop of the Second Ward. For 7 years he served in this capac- 
ity. The people seemed to love him and there were special blessings which came to us during those 
years. 

Our first grandchild, Linda Candland was born in May of 1950. Not long after, Mother and Dad 
moved into our basement apartment. My father s health was very poor, and we felt that I could help 
them much better if they were closer. In 1952 my father passed away, and Mother came to live up in 
our home with Frank and I. Glen and Larae Christensen had married in Seprember (4th) and Maer- 
lyn and Gerald Jackman were soon to be married, and so Merlyn moved down into the apartment, and 
Mother took her room upstairs. 

For fourteen years mother lived with us, and I shall always look upon those years as very blessed 
years. Frank was so good to mother and I am very grateful to him for his kindness. 

In 1958, the people of the Second Ward put on a special dinner honoring Frank ... it was called 
the "Frank Allen Dinner Party." A lovely dinner was held and then we had a good time dancing. I am 
sure that this was one of Franks wonderful memories. 

When Frank was released as Bishop of the Second Ward, a lovely dinner was held in his honor, 
and I shared some of the honors along with him. I will always remember the young people who sand 



in his honor. These were the words of the song, to the tune of "Thanks for the Sunday School." 

Thanks Bishop Hoggan, 
YouVe labored with care, 
That we in the light of the 
Gospel may share." 

The meeting house was full, and the Stake Presidency were there making it indeed a very memo- 
rable occasion, and more specifically, showing the wonderful kindness of the people of that Ward

Not long after we moved into our home of 6th East, Frank decided to go into business with Don 
McLelland, a friend who worked with him at C.W. Silver and Company. 

Frank had worked at Silver s since the Orem Railroad had dissolved. And so this was a big deci- 
sion for both of us. But we went into it happily hoping that it would be a successful venture. 

It did prove to be very successful and Frank and Don maintained a wonderful partnership. Later 
on another younger man was invited to join them. This was Dan Janson. The three of them worked 
harmoniously and both Don and Dan were so very generous in allowing Frank to take "time out" to 
go to funerals, take care of the sick, and the many other things a bishop has to do. 

Frank remained with Don and Dan until July of 1966, at which time he took his retirement. 

Every year just before Christmas these three held an open house, and had all kinds of good food 
for their friends. This was an occasion we all looked forward to, as did many of the people Frank, Don 
and Dan did business with. Their shop fairly "burst at the seams" on that day. 

Frank and I enjoyed many happy times with Don and Wilma and Dan and Ella.

Deaf Frieild Hoggan and McLelland started in August of 1950 and we started in 

»■ 1950 with our First Christmas Dinner which, according to memory, 
consisted of bread, butter, cheese, and cold cuts. But it started a trend which hadn't been seen pre- 
viously. It wasn't much of a dinner, but with only 4 months of business behind us, it was all we could 
afford. As business got better, so did the Christmas Dinners and it wasn't long before H & M Christmas 
Dinners were something to look forward to. Customers would start asking in November, "Which day is 
the 'Big Dinner'?". We would cook the turkeys at home but the customers would joke about how their 
drumstick tasted like baking varnish! The best part of the dinners was to see friendly competitors 
stand and trade memories and stories as they enjoyed the dinner. 

I have prepared a short H & M history to be included with the book that I am giving only to a 
few select long time friends, and some of you will find that our friendship goes clear to the first of this 
prepared history. Your business and especially your friendship of all these years has been appreciated.

In February of 1966, Frank, Mother and I moved back into our home at 714 So. 6th East 

Frank had been released nearly a year before from his position as bishop of the Canyon Rim 4th 
Ward. His health was not too good, and the house on 29th East was too large for us. He was not able to 
keep up the yard, and felt that it would be better to sell this home and either go into a condominium. 
We decided to go back into our former home. 

On February 4th, we moved. Around the last of March Frank entered the Holy Cross Hospital for 
an operation. The Dr. did not tell me of the seriousness of this operation, but from then on, Frank was 
never quite so well. However, he continued to work in the ward, and did quite a bit of temple work. 

In April of 1966, Mother fell, fracturing her pelvic bone, and this resulted in her death on April 
27. On April 29, we were at the mortuary, prior to Mother s services, and the stake presidency asked 
Frank if he would serve on the High Council. This was a joyous assignment for Frank, as he was able to 
work with many former bishops with whom he was well acquainted. He loved this work, and when in 
1968 he took very ill, his main thought was to get back and join the High Council. President Earl never 
did release Frank from his assignments. And so Frank talked about how anxious he was to get well, and 
be able to meet with this wonderful group again. He was released after he had passed away.

Bishop Kramer:

He was born June 9,1901 in Salt Lake City Utah. He died September 26, 1969. His Internment 
will be in the Salt Lake City Cemetery.

Don McLelland: 

Our righteous and eternal Heavenly F as we meet this day to pay respect to our friend and loved 
one, Frank Hoggan, we ask for an abundance of Thy spirit to be with us. We are grateful unto Thee for 
the Gospel plan and for the knowledge we have of this plan. We ask you to bless all those who partici- 
pate in these services today, bless and inspire them; and those who speak, that they might be inspired 
to remember those things which will bring help and comfort to those who have been left behind. We 
are grateful unto Thee for the many blessings which we partake of, and we acknowledge that we receive 
these blessings from Thee in the name of Jesus Christ, Amen. 

Norris Glen Peterson: 

Frank Allen Hoggan was born on June 9, 1901 to James Morn and Hilda Hoggan in Salt Lake 
City, Utah. By the time Frank was born, there were bour children in the family: James, Morn, Mary 
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and John. Two years later, another son was born, Albert, better known as Dutch, making the family 
complete. In November of 1903 because of his mothers poor healt", the family moved to Granger 
where these was a more quiet atmosphere. There they were settled on a fruit farm where Frank and 
his brothers and sister spent many happy hours. In 1916 his father passed away leaving his invalid wife 
and her children. It was necessary then for Frank to help as much as he could with the family expenses. 
This responsibility he accepted willingly. He set forth and found work at the Magna Mill. In 1919 he 
obtained employment as an electrician with the Salt Lake and Utah Railroad as a sub station operator. 
He worked along with his brother, John. They spent many happy hours there with their friends. Frank 
became a barber for many of his friends. While thus employed, he took a course in electricity, and 
became an electrician for the railroad, a position he maintained for 27 years. 

On November 7, 1926 he married Ellis May Peterson of Lehi Utah. They were married in the 
Salt Lake Temple. To this happy union were born four children; LaRae (Mrs. Kay Candland), Robert, 
who lived only until he was 7, Glen Allen, and Merlyn (Mrs. Jerald Jackman) . They lived in Taylorsville 
much of their married life. Nine years after marriage a sadness came into Franks life for his lovely wife 
was taken in death. This was a great blow to Frank, but he rallied and was both father and mother to 
his children. A year later another blow came to Frank, as Bobby, his eldest son, died as a result of an 
accident. Frank, in his own quiet way carried on always keeping in mind the council and promise given 
to him in his patriarchal blessing, which said, "therefore be true to the responsibility given to thee, and 
the Lord will bless the labor of they hands, quicken thine understanding, open up the vision before 
thee, point out the path of safety, and warn you of dangers in time to avoid them." These promises have 
sustained Frank throughout his life and made him the humble and faithful man he was known to be. 
in 1941 he purchased a small home in Granger where he and his family lived until 1950/ when Frank 
and Anna bought a home in Salt Lake located in the Second Ward, Liberty Stake. Here again Frank be- 
came active, serving in the YWMIA Presidency. A few months later he was asked to be a counselor to 
Bishop Lorenzo Smith. A few months later Bishop Smith was released and Frank was sustained and set 
apart as Bishop of the North Second Ward. Frank served joyously in this position for eight years. He 
was humble and serious, but he never lost his sense of humor, nor his love of joking happily with the 
members of his ward. He loved the people here and was loved and respected by them. About this time 
Frank and Don McLelland decided to go into business partner ship, and later another fine young men, 
Danjansen, was taken into the business as a partner. It was there that Frank carried out his daily work 
until the time of his retirement in 1966. In 1958 Frank was released as Bishop of the Second Ward. 
A lovely farewell party was held and Frank always remembered the groups of toting people who sang 
to him; "Thanks, Bishop for all you have done, for blessings youVe given us, the victories we've won. 
Thanks to you Bishop, youve labored with care, that we in the light of the Gospel may share." (Sung to 
the tune of "Thanks for the Sunday School") 

In 1959 Frank and Anna bought a lovely home on 2900 East in the Canyon Rim area. Here again 
Frank enjoyed a busy, full life. He worked with the adult aaronic group and loved his work. A year later 
he was sustained as Bishop of the Canyon Rim Ward. This was a humbling experience for Frank as he 
was new to the area, but he tried his best to fulfill his position. 

He served in this capacity until 1 965 when he was released. During this period the Ward honored 
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Frank at a lovely dinner party and presented a program of "This is your Life". Frank enjoyed this so very 
much and he cherished it in his memory to the last. Because of ill health and not being able to keep 
up the large lot around his home, Frank and Anna moved back into their former home on 6th east. In 
1966 Frank was hospitalized for an operation and recovered, but from then on he was not in the best 
of health. He was happy in doing much temple work and serving as a guide on Welfare Square. He and 
his brother, Dutch, serviced in this capacity each Saturday morning and enjoyed a close companion- 
ship. In 1966, he became a member of the High Council of the Liberty Stake, a position he maintained, 
through the kindness of the Stake Presidency, until he passed away. In July of 1968, Frankbecame very 
ill and again entered the hospital for another operation. Since then he has not enjoyed good health, 
but he never lost his courage nor his sense of humor. He is greatly loved by his wife and his children, 
his 17 grandchildren and was loved and respected by many friends who rallied around him and filled 
his home on many occasions. 

On September 26, 1969 at 7 p.m. Frank passed away. His family feels deeply grateful to the Lord 
for the kind way in which he was taken. They greatly appreciate the love and kindness which has been 
extended to them by many friends and relations all during his illness. Yes, Frank was someone special- 
not only to us in the Peterson family, but to all those who know him. His love is a wonderful thing in 
the Peterson family. He brought joy, he brought happiness. We always looked forward to Frank and 
the family to come down and then we were so happy because we felt that our sister hadnt passed away 
because we had Ann. We love Anna as a sister, bless her for the responsibility that she took upon her 
shoulders and the challenge to step into a family and be a mother and raise these children. Many, many 
times LaRae, Merlyn and Glen have expressed their love and appreciation for you, dear Anna, for a 
wonderful mother. We love you. May God bless you and the family. May all the people still continue 
to rally around to fill this open place in your heart, Anna. May the Lord bless this family. I say this in 
the name of Jesus Christ, Amen.

President Don REarl: 

My dear brothers and sisters, Sister Hoggan and your lovely family and all friends of Bishop Frank 
A. Hoggan whom we honor today. I'm sure from what has been said here already and what will yet be 
said, and from the life which he has expressed to all of us as we have associated with him, will honor 
and respect and love him for many days. I think so often of the fallacy that I sure I have made as a 
Bishop quite often on these occasions, that we pay our last respects. This is true, but I am sure also that 
our memories linger on and we are very grateful for examples and influences of many of our Heavenly 
Father s children as we touch one another's lives through these experiences. I am grateful for the privi- 
lege this day of bearing my witness and my testimony to you of Bishop Hoggan, of the fine associa- 
tion and relation ship which it has been my privilege to enjoy with him. I served as a Bishop almost 
the same period of time as Bishop Hoggan did, and then he moved from Liberty Stake as has been 
indicated. And then we have had an enjoyable association as he has served with on the High Council. 
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I am grateful for the support today of my Councilors and Brethren of the High Council, as they are 
represented here today. 

I am sure we all witness as we have these experiences, particularly in church-related associations, 
of the love which we gain one for another. I'm sure love that the savior His commandments indicated 
that we should have, and that which he indicated especially to the brethren of the Twelve, of his Twelve 
Apostles. And this is the purpose for which I am sure we came to this existence, to learn to love one 
another. This is our great opportunity and though in many instances we lose sight of this blessing be- 
cause of our vengeance, and sometimes our actions and attitudes, and we are not able to accept these 
and and accept one another as Heavenly Father s children. These experiences I'm sure are a blessing to 
us also. I'm sure that as we meet on these occasions we each are desirous again, and make certain prom- 
ises, at least to ourselves, that we are going to live better after these experiences, and I'm sure this is one 
of the great blessings that the Lord provides us with. I think often, and repeat often, the message given 
to us by the Savior that it is more blessed to go the a house of mourning than to a house of feasting. 

The blessing comes because we are humbled and of all other times in our lives, I guess, we ac- 
cept more on these occasions. Thy will be done, our Father, not ours. IVe particularly been blessed, 
I'm sure, during this experience in visiting the home while Bishop Hoggan has been ill. I have had 
confirmed today of the love that exists in this family, and I am sure of what a great influence they have 
been as others have witnessed this same love which they enjoy one with another. A little different 
situation than many families but the same love exists and what a great blessing this is to all of us as we 
experience these things. Someone has made this statement, and I think as our Prophet has indicated to 
us, our homes are the foundations of our society, arid certainly if our homes are not as this writer had 
indicated our world will be somewhat as we find it today. Our homes joys are the most delightful earth 
affords and the joy of parents in their children is of the most holy joy of humanity. It makes their hearts 
pure and good. It lifts men up to their Father in Heaven. The most essential element in any home is 
God. Our prophets have continuously admonished us that we seek God. In the Book of Mormon, he 
indicated that we should pray continuously, night and morning. Surely we need more teaching in our 
home so this great blessing of prayer which I sure must have been a great part of the home of this fam- 
ily and of Bishop Hoggan to whom we extend our respect this day. Im more grateful, I think, today for 
the blessing of the gift of our Saviour. I guess on these occasions as I do a little more reading than I do 
previously and I'd just like to express some thoughts that today IVe looked more to the Book of Mor- 
mon for answers to these things and for the blessings that come through the Resurrection to us, and of 
course the blessing of the Resurrection comes because of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 

In the Book of II Nephi, Chapter 9, we read "For as death has passed upon all men to fulfill the 
merciful plan of the Great Creator, there must be needs a power of Resurrection and the Resurrection 
must needs come unto man by reason of the fall. And the fall came by reason of transgression and be- 
cause men became fallen they were cut off from the presence of the Lord." We need pray for his Spirit. 
Because of this we need pray for His spirit. 

"Because of the fall we were cut off", I like this expression at the very beginning, "For as death has 
passed upon all men to fulfill the merciful plan of the Great Creator" One of our High Councilmen 
mentioned to me today what a great blessing it is that when we reach the stage in life and these worldly 
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tabernacles deteriorate that we dont have to live on. Those of you who saw Bishop Hoggan during the 
last few days I'm sure can express this same gratitude. We miss him. We hate partings. We hate partings 
of all of our loved ones. But how much greater would be our sorrow be if there wasn t this relief, if we 
had to live on when our bodies are withered and worn and deteriorated. May we think of these as these 
experiences come into our lives and appreciate the blessing, though it separates us, that death is. In the 
next verse it says; "Oh the wisdom of God, His mercy and grace— for behold, if the flesh should rise 
no more our spirits must become subject to that angel who fell from before the presence of the Eternal 
God and became the devil to rise no more." Again a great misery which I'm sure none of us would 
wish to partake of. But the wisdom of our Heavenly Father and our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, in 
providing for us a Saviour that through His sacrifice we can return to our Heavenly Father. And if we 
live worthily of this blessing, enjoy eternal Life . I'm sure that as we go through these experiences in 
life that we need think more of death, of life and death, of heaven and hell; who oft must think must 
needs die well. Now we dont like to face these things because they are unpleasant experiences, but if 
we think of them and realize that this judgment is coming in our lives, surely these thoughts will make 
our lives more pleasing and more blessed. 

Now from the Prophet Abinadi, this great blessing of our Lord and Saviour and the Resurrec- 
tion, written according to the Book of Mormon some 140-odd years before the Saviour came into the 
world. He indicates here a great truth- the Father indicating that the Saviour became the Father of the 
world because he was conceived - by the power of God and he became the Son because of the flesh, 
thus becoming both Father and Son and they are one God, yea, the very Eternal Father of Heaven 
and Earth. And thus the flesh, becoming subject to the spirit of the Son, to the Father, being one God, 
suffereth temptation and yeildeth not to the temptation. Think of the experiences as the time that the 
adversary whom we would have been in his power all of our lives if we had not had a Saviour. And the 
Saviour yielded not to this temptation but suffered himself to be marked and scourged and cast out 
and disowned by his own people. And after all this, after working many mighty miracles among the 
children of men "He shall bleed, yea, even as Isaiah said, as a sheep before the shearer is done, so he 
openeth not his mouth. Yea, even so he shall be led, crucified and slain, the flesh becoming subject 
even unto death, the will of the Son be swallowed up by the will of the Father." 

This I'm sure is the testimony of he whom we bear our reverence and our respect for this day. I 
think one of the attributes as I have had association with Bishop Hoggan has been his great testimony 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ and his testimony of the Gospel and the blessing which he desired 
to bestow upon mankind as he associated with Heavenly Father s children. That this was his testimony 
and that this is true. This thought I like and I think we should practice more, and I think as I mention 
this of the hymn which we sing, maybe not often enough because we dont make it enough a part of 
our lives. And I quote just a verse from the hymn, just a line or two— "If you are the first fault to see, be 
not the first to make it known." And another beautiful verse; "Oh how beautiful upon the mountains 
are the feet of him that bringeth good tidings," that is the founder of peace, yea, even the Lord who 
has redeemed His people, yea Him who has granted salvation unto His people." These are great words, 
brethren and sisters, How beautiful are those who bear good tidings, instead of bearing tales. I'm sure 
that as the Lord has indicated to us that we should sustain one another. Part of this sustaining, and a 
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large part of it possibly is that we should not bear bad tidings, that we should not be bearers, but that 
we should be bearers of strength, of up-building, of goodwill, as it is my witness to that Bishop Hoggan 
has been through my experiences with him, We need to love one another, we are all Heavenly Father s 
children. As indicated further, and in this particular chapter, all of those who believe and accept that 
which the Prophets have preached from the beginning of time are sons and daughters of our Heavenly 
Father. This gives to all of us a great responsibility of sustaining and loving and blessing one another. 
Now we may in this experience, and particularly the family and those who were close to the members 
of this family, love and bless and sustain them. I thought as this service proceeded today what a won- 
derful thing it would be if all during our lives expressions of love and kindness to Heavenly Father s 
children could be expressed as they are expressed on these occasions. We never go to a service of this 
type but what we speak good of one another. Now this doesn't mean that in some experiences in life 
we haven't made mistakes; the Saviour indicated this to us. Even in His life again He recognized when 
He was spoken of as a good man; He says there is only one good and that is Cod; and yet there is good 
in all of us. We bless one another by bringing glad tidings, and how beautiful will our feet be upon the 
mountains. This witness and this testimony I bear unto you today, my brethren and sisters, and I bear it 
as he whom we honor this day, Bishop Frank A Hoggan, I am sure would likewise bear it unto you , and 
I do it grateful again for the opportunity and this honor extended to me and grateful for those of you 
who have come this day, and who came last evening to express your love and your blessing. I thought 
again today of the expression so beautifully given, that the purpose of life is to love and be loved. And 
surely you extend today that you have been loved and that you likewise loved Bishop Hoggan. May the 
Lord bless us and help us to bless and love each other, and to carry from these occasions love into our 
homes and into our lives, that the Spirit of the Lord may dwell there and that we may know of His will. 
I bear you my witness and ask this blessing in the name of Jesus Christ. Amen.

President Verl F Scott: 

There has been a sweet, serene, marvelous spirit here today on the part of those who have spoken 
and the music that had been rendered, which is reminiscent of this good man we are honoring here 
today. I recall over in Colorado where we have spent the last three years, a trip that we used to make 
quite often, Where we would be going over from Denver west through those tremendous mountains, 
and one of the routes we took I always remember with especial fondness. 

It was a route that started out not long after we left Denver going west and swiftly got into the high 
mountain area full of pines and quaking aspen, lovely scenery, but around dangerous curves and nar- 
row roads. We traveled for quite some space enjoying every minute of it but meeting something new at 
many turns in the road. And then as we neared the other end of the journey, one area that we visited, 
there was again a very rugged mountain range and after you had twisted and turned and climbed, of a 
sudden you burst upon a marvelous, green valley, the Yampa valley, some of you would know, with tre- 
mendous streams flowing through it and verdant green fields, and as we did this a time or two we came 
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over the mountain just about the time that the sunset was there flooding that tremendous mountain 
valley, with color and with a brilliance that you seldom see. 

And I often think of life in terms something like this. There are so many good things about the 
lives we live, so many good things that are beautiful and good that we enjoy so many turns that can 
cause trouble, things that are not easy to traverse, but we have a place and a time where the journey in 
this life ends, where we can rest assured that as surely as we burst upon that beautiful valley, we will 
come into an area and a existence and a scenery that will transcend anything at all that we have in this 
life to remember. And I am sure at this time that this is where Bishop Frank Hoggan is. 

When I first knew Frank, when I first came to know him he moved into our area out in the Can- 
yon Rim Stake and I didnt know him and I happened to be talking to someone who did and asked him 
what he was like. That person didnt give a long eulogy, but merely said, "Frank is a good man." And I 
think that that is exactly what he was. I dont know of anybody that I think was just plain, downright 
good any more than Bishop Hoggan. He was loved and appreciated, sometimes people thought he was 
a little hard to get acquainted with because he was kindly, and he was timid in a way, and yet I never 
knew him, in my experience, to raise his voice, to say an unkind thing about anybody, and the children 
would take hold of his hands and gather around his legs over at church and the oldsters loved to have 
him visit them. He was engaged in the work with the senior members of the Aaronic Priesthood when 
he first moved into the ward and I always think of him in terms of the kind of person that will attract 
anybody, he will not offend, he did not, and they would be attracted to him, and what it was that he 
represented and the reason why he was there to see them. 

He was a good man, and I dont know that you can say much better about anybody than to say that 
and to mean it with all your soul. He was a good man. I noted the love that he had for his wife, Anna, 
and the way he treated her, with respect and in a kindly manner. I remember the way he treated his 
Mother In Law, who was in their home for a number of years, and the last time I was in this building we 
were here honoring her, and Frank couldn't have treated, I am sure, from what I saw, anyone, his own 
Mother, or anyone else, more kindly or with greater love and consideration than he treated her. And 
this is the kind of a man that he was, soft spoken and gentle, loved by his children and loved by old and 
young and by those who knew him best. 

The scholar, Carlisle, once made this observation: "The history of this world is written in the lives 
of its great men. We pay honor and respect to men and women who we consider to be great by observ- 
ing the anniversaries of their birth, by erecting monuments and statues to their memory, by visiting 
their tombs and by laying wreaths thereon, by engraving their names on stone and in sepulchers. But 
more important is the manner in which they linger and live in our memories, how well we remember 
their teachings, and the way they have influenced our lives for good." Bishop Hoggan was that kind of a 
person. No one will remember him, in my experience, as other that a good man as one who was kindly 
and demonstrated a Christ-like life and attitude to a tremendous degree. 

Another man in history said this: "Men who are the longest remembered and whose memories 
are most highly revered are not those who make the most money or wield the most power, but those 
whose hearts were gentle, whose sympathies were broad, and who best served humanity. I am sure 
that all of us here have in our vision the ideal kind of a person who is efficient, the one who is the Fa- 
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ther of the ward, the one who is at the beck and call of all the people in the area night and day, who 
truly can be called "Father of a Ward". Bishop Hoggan longer than most people I know spent his time 
in being this kind of person in service to those that he lived around- twelve years as a Bishop- quite 
awhile. Tve been a Bishop for a while and I know the total involvement that it requires to be a Bishop 
and begin to approach your calling. 

And in the Scriptures there is a description of what a Bishop ought to be. Again it paints a word- 
picture to me of Bishop Hoggan. In Titus it mentions that a Bishop must be blameless as the steward of 
God, not self-willed, not soon angry, not given to wine, no striker, not given to filthy lucre, but a lover 
of hospitality, a lover of good men, sober, just, holy, temperate, holding fast the faithful word as he hath 
been taught, that he maybe able to, by sound doctrine, exhort and to convince the gainsayers. And this 
is the description, a word-picture of this man, and I can say it and know that all of you will concur with 
me- a good man, one that we loved and appreciated. 

I know that Anna and Glen, La Rae and Merlyn, others of you who were close to him in his family, 
will miss strongly that which he meant to you because of the influence that he brought to you wherever 
he was. But isn't it a marvelous thing to be able to assemble on an occasion like this, not to feel sad 
about the fact that he isn t going to be able to experience any more that which he experienced here, 
but joyful and knowledgeable that there is some place, the kind of an existence that to me epitomized 
here upon earth by that beautiful little valley in which we used to revel and glory as we saw the Glory 
of God made manifest there? 

These occasions are not the kind of occasions that I have seen them be sometimes in other funer- 
als conducted by other religions, for if there is anything we ought to know, and anything that I do know 
with all my soul and bear testimony to you of its truthfulness, it is that we live again in a finer, perhaps 
more meaningful, certainly more joyful surrounding than we can ever find here. And those who are 
left behind need have absolutely no fear but what one day they will have the opportunity of seeing this 
good man and re-associating themselves with him again. Frank was a handsome man; he was one who 
was not only handsome of body, but handsome of spirit and one that was loved by all about him, and 
we will see him as we saw him here. 

President Joseph F Smith in a sermon that he gave in 1909, had this to say about our re-asso- 
ciation with those that we love here, and it is rather graphically portrayed and I think it is good for 
us to have this concept. He said that we will meet the same, identical beings that we are associated 
with herein the flesh. Not some other, not some other soul, or some other being or the same being in 
some other form, but the same identity and the same form and likeness. The same person we knew 
and associated with in our mortal existence, even initially to the same wounds of the flesh. Not that a 
person will always be marred by scars or wounds or defects or infirmities, for those will, be removed 
in their course in their proper time, according to the merciful providences of God. Deformities will be 
removed, defects will be eliminated, and men and women shall attain to the perfection of their spirits, 
to the perfection that God designed in the beginning. It is His purpose that men and women shall be 
made perfect, physically as well as spiritually, through obedience to the law by which he provided the 
means that perfection shall come to all of His children. And it is a comforting thing to me, not having 
seen Frank for better that three years, till I saw him in his earthly tabernacle today, to know that I will 
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see him the way I knew him when I last saw him a few years ago, and that you will, and that I'll see you, 
too, one day there and you will me, and it isn t going to be a place for strangers, but a place where we 
go to renew the choicest associations that we have had with people here. 

A final couple of thoughts of other people; one by Victor Hugo, who said, "For half a century Tve 
been writing my thoughts in prose and in verse, history and philosophy, drama, romance, tradition, 
satire, and song. Tve tried them all. But I feel I have not said a thousandth part of what is in me. When I 
go down to the grave I can say like many others I have finished my day s work, but I cannot say, and will 
not, I have finished my life. My day s work will begin again the next morning. The tomb is not a blind 
alley, it is a thoroughfare, it closes on the twilight, it opens on the dawn." And the marvelous work that 
Bishop Hoggan did here, and was engaged in as he was able, up until the time of his passing, he s taken 
up again in some form. And I like the thought that the torn is not an blind alley, but a thoroughfare. 
We pass from life into death and to life again and take up those things which we are meaningful to us, 
and I am sure that this is the situation Frank finds himself in. I want to express my person love to you, 
Anna, and to you who I've not known as well, the others who are the children of Bishop Hoggan and 
let you know of our appreciation for the part that you have been in our lives, as well. 

I think it was Emerson who said that "I am a part of all that I have touched and come into contact 
with." And we are all better for the part that Bishop Hoggan was of us and the part that you are of us, 
and it would be my hope and prayer that we can carry on and do those things which are here for us to 
do in this journey which is life, realizing there is much to be done, and that we ought to live the way 
we ought to live now, for none of us know what a week or a month or a year will bring, and we only go 
this life one time. It is marvelous to be influenced by people like Frank Hoggan. I bear my testimony 
to you of the sure knowledge which I have that the Gospel of Jesus Christ which we embrace has been 
restored in its fullness, and that which it teaches regarding life hereafter is true. And we shall surely be 
reunited again with those whom we love, who pass from this sphere in a temporary situation. I express 
my love and greeting again to all of his family and hope we kill have many associations in the future, 
and pray for the choice blessings of the Lord to be with all of us. In the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
Amen.

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Ellis May Peterson History 
By Donnette P. Holmstead 



Ellis May was born April 23, 1906 in Lehi, Utah County Utah to Ellis Alonzo and Emma Abigail 
Lott Peterson. She was their third child and first daughter. She was a very small baby weighing about 
four pounds, but with the answers to their prayers and the help of Grandmother Lott, she gained a 
little each week and then more until she became a baby of normal weight at one year of age. 

She was born in a home located at 290 So. 2nd West and it has been remodeled and added on to 
at different times. It is presently owned by her cousin, B. J. Lott. Her parents bought some property 
on Lake Road south of the city limits on 5 West. Here they built their first home of two rooms on the 
ground floor and two rooms and a storage place on the second floor. This was later enlarged to house 
a large family. 

Ellis May was named after her father and her mother s sister, May Lott. She had seven brothers 
and three sisters. This was a large family. She had two older brothers, the rest were all younger. 

Ellis May was blessed by her father and was also baptized by him on October 10, 19 14 as a mem- 
ber of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints. They were members of the Lehi First Ward, 
Alpine Stake - later Lehi Stake. Here is where she went to Sunday School - Mutual and Sacrament 
Meetings that were held at 2:00 p.m. each Sunday. 

A year and seven months after her birth, she had a baby sister born November 30, 1907 and as 
they grew up, they loved each other dearly. They were also pals because where one went, the other one 
went too. 

Ellis and Emma planted lawns, shrubs, flowers, an orchard of apples, cherries, peaches, plums, 
pears, a raspberry plot north of the house and a row of lilac bushes along the north fence. There were 
wells to water the property. There was a cooler house where food from each meal was kept. It had water 
running through it where pans of milk and pans of egg were put. There were also flat rocks and a shelf 
to place butter and smaller containers of food. East of it was a garden plot where all vegetables and 
grapes were planted which supplied them with food for the family. A little southeast of the house was a 
storage cellar to store potatoes, vegetables, bottled fruit, pickles and eggs that were put in a mixture of 
water glass and hot water that preserved them so that they always had eggs when the chickens weren't 
laying or prices were high. South of this was a wood pile where wood was chopped for fuel. There was 
a wood and coal shed for storage of each to last the winter through. Ellis would take his children (the 
older ones) and go to the Cedar Grove or West Canyon for the wood for the winter storage. There was 
a pig pen with pigs to furnish cured meat for winter and a chicken coop with chickens to eat and lay 
eggs. There was also a granary for the storage of grain for flour and to feed the stock. 

Ellis owned four work horses. Two were dapple gray and were used on the hearse for funerals and 
to pull wagons decorated for floats besides doing farm work. There were riding horses for the boys and 
girls and a few cows to furnish milk and butter. Butter, eggs, grain, potatoes, cucumbers and berries 
were also sold to support the large family. Ellis owned other farming property where the grain was 
grown as well as hay. There was a large hay shed, barns for horses and cows and also a machine shop. 
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I have told you about our home so you will know what the place was like where Ellis May spent her 
childhood. 

There was always something to do and each was taught responsibility and chores when young. 
But ; there was also time to have fun during certain times of the day. During the summer evenings the 
neighbor children got together to play games until the chapel bell rang at 9:00 p.m. when all departed 
for their homes. 

Ellis May attended the public schools in Lehr, Junior High School and also two years in High 
School. She was a good student and told how her teachers had inspired her love and to help others. 
While in about the fourth grade, she was playing and another girl was running and, as she came around 
the building, she ran into Ellis May hitting her head. The teacher let her come home, but she doesn't re- 
member doing so. The farmers said they turned their wagons so as not to hit her because she was walk- 
ing in the middle of the road.. She had a concussion and it took several days before she knew anyone. 

She had many friends and would meet with them on Sunday afternoon. We didnt go a lot as the 
children do today. When in her teens, there was only one showhouse and it was two-and-a-half miles 
away and she and Donnette, and sometimes Dorothy, would walk there on Friday night. Later there 
was one on Main Street where they went. 

She attended parties at different homes. There were ward parties where families went and she 
enjoyed these. 

There was a great love in this family: 

Chester M-B was the first, born September 8, 1903. 

Clair Everleigh was the second, born December 26, 1901.i. 

Ellis May born April 23, 1906 (Hoggan). 

Emma Donnette born November 3, 1907 (Holmstead). 

Dorothy born September 20, 1910 (Nelson). 

Danois LyDale born January 30, 191k. 

Dau. Norval Evans born December 2 1915 (Holmstead). 

Norris Glen born May 23, 1917. 

Bert Elton born August 10, 1918. 

Ferris Earl born June 10, 1920 (tithing baby). 

Berl born July 1,1926. 

The tenth child, Ferris Earl, was told Ellis May s mother by her father when he came to see him, 
"He s your tenth child and your tithing baby. None of us thought this would happen, but it did. He died 
in January, 1921. All the rest grew to adulthood, married and had families. 

You must know that we had lamps and later electric lights, but the ironing was done by heating 
irons on the cooking stove. 

We bathed in a large tin tub each Saturday when a boiler was filled with water and heated on top of 
the kitchen range. There was also a reservoir on the side of the stove that was also heated. The children 
were sponge — bathed each evening and always went to bed clean. Bricks were heated and wrapped in 
newspaper and cloth and put in our bed in the winter an hour before use. We warmed our backs and 
made a run up stairs to jump into bed. However, we were all taught to say our prayers at mother s knee

each night before getting into bed. 

We always blessed the food before we ate. 

The washer had a large wheel on it that was turned by hand. Each of us took turns. The wringer 
was also turned by hand. Then there was a large barrel churn that was turned to make butter for use at 
home and to be sold. All these things helped to make Ellis May a good daughter, a wonderful wife and 
mother. 

She was taught to be a homemaker-to cook, keep a clean house and bottle fruit. Her hobbies 
were hand work embroidery crochet, tatting, reading, playing the piano and horseback riding which 
she and Donnette did. She would rather stay and help than work on the farm with her father. She loved 
to dance and also swim in Utah Lake where everyone went when she was a girl, It was south of her 
home in a place called Murdocks where a grove of trees were and two wells. There was a dance hall and 
bathing house built there when her mother was a girl. The same tree stands today with nails in them 
where blankets were put up so she and her friends could dress and undress. Many happy times were 
enjoyed by families and friends. 

All birthdays and wedding days were celebrated. New Years' day was Ellis Peterson s father s and 
mother s wedding day and he would go get them in the sleigh with straw, covered with quilts and warm 
bricks to keep their feet warm, and a quilt to cover them. He always had a beautiful set of bells on the 
horses and it seems that day it always snowed. Valentine s Day, Easter, May Day at school with May 
Poles and programs. Memorial Day was a very special day. The flowers were picked and tied in bunches 
and before going to the cemetery, you knew which flowers went to certain graves. Then the families 
would get together. It seems there were no boats in those days. Flags were placed on all Veterans' 
graves and the band played at about 10:00 a.m. so many relatives would wait to see other relatives. The 
Fourth of July and 2 of July was really celebrated in the small towns. 

We would go on picnics during the summer. Then at Thanksgiving we all gathered at Grandfather 
Lotts where all the cousins were fed and then taken to Utah Lake to skate and sleigh ride. A few adults 
went, It gave the rest a chance to sit down, eat and visit. 

Christmas time was great. Most presents were homemade or bought at a small fee. There was al- 
ways new clothes each Christmas, plus a doll or special toy and then gifts from each other. Then it was 
off to the Aunts and Uncles places to see what they got. How Ellis May s parents ever did all they did 
none of their children can understand. 

Ellis May s father was a Seventy and a Home Missionary. He also supported all civic affairs and 
helped the needy, leaving his team tied to a fence post while he went to administer to a sick person. 

He had an accident when Ellis May was a senior. He was crushed between two horses and all his 
ribs were broken on the left side, piercing his lungs and heart. At this time the boys, with the help of 
uncles and friends, got the crops up that Fall. However, Ellis May and her sister Donnette did not re- 
turn to school but helped by working to keep themselves and help their mother as she took in laundry 
from several families while making trips to Salt Lake L.D.S. Hospital to see Ellis. 

That Fall Ellis May got work at Dr. William Worlton s home and worked there until her marriage. 
Dr. Worlton was a dentist and they loved her as a daughter. Then she met Frank Allen Hoggan at a 
dance at Crescent where she and her sister, Donnette, had gone with a girl friend, Emma Asher whose 
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father played in the band. From then on there was no one else for her. He was taking care of his moth- 
er s place and her as she was a widow. He was also employed at a sub-station at Granger for Inter-Urban 
Electric Train running from Salt Lake to Payson two or three times a day. They became engaged and 
were married November 17, 1926 in the Salt Lake Temple. Her sister Donnette had married the year 
before on November 23, 1925 and lived at American Fork for six months and then returned to Lehi. 
She married Clarence Oscar Holmstead of Lehi, Utah. This was the first time they had been separated 
during their lives. 

Frank and Ellis May made their home at Taylorville for a few years. As to her church work I can t 
tell you much about it. She was a Relief Society Visiting Teacher. Taylorville s records should have her 
re cord. Later they moved to American Fork Sub-Station and all of us were happy because we could 
see them more. She became pregnant in 1935 and was very sick. Infect ion set in and she was taken 
to the Lehi Hospital for help. Pneumonia set in and she passed away on June 29, 1935. She left Frank 
broken-hearted with four children: 

LaRae born March 5, 1928, 

Robert Frank born February 14, 1929 (Died September 1 1936), 

Glen Allen born May 20, 1931, 

Merlyn born December, 1932. 

It was a year and two-and-a-half months later that Frank had a great shock when Robert, Bobbie 
and Glen climbed through a freight train that had stopped on the track by their house. They had a 
pasture for the cows and that is where they went. As they started back, Bobbie had climbed up on the 
train and it started to move throwing him under the wheel, smashing and cutting off his leg. Glen ran 
after the train passed to tell his father. Frank wrapped him In a blanket and rushed him to Lehi Hos- 
pital where he was rushed to the operating room. He had lost so much blood he didnt live long after 
surgery. However, he could never have had an artificial leg so God seen fit to let him return to him and 
his mother. I am sure Frank had his faith tested losing his wife and son in this short time, but later he 
realized babies were for the best. 

In closing I would like to pay tribute to LaRae for coping with the responsibility of taking care of 
Glen and Merlyn, being so young herself. Also to Anna because she became his wife and mother to his 
children. Many years longer than Ellis May, Anna was accepted by Mother Peterson and Ellis May s 
brothers and sisters. 

Frank kept his faith and became Bishop of two wards in Salt Lake City. He passed away in Sep- 
tember, 1969. He was loved and respected by all who knew him for his remarkable faith and ability to 
counsel and help people in his wards. There must have been great rejoicing in heaven when he met his 
wife, parents, in-laws, relatives and friends. He lived a rich, full life. 

Ellis May was buried in Lehi, along with Bobbie and Robert, on her father s lot. Frank was buried 
in Salt Lake. 

I have written this in memory of my sister for her children which I hope will help them under- 
stand and know how she was raised and how the home was.

Abigail Lott Peterson. From a child she always attended Sunday School and Mutual, and in her early 
childhood she had great faith in God His teachings. This faith strengthened as she grew into woman- 
hood. 

She married Frank Allen Hoggan of Granger, November 17,1927 in the Salt Lake Temple, and to 
this union wore born four children; LeRay Robert, Glen and Merlyn. 

After their marriage they first lived at Taylorsville ,Utah: then they moved to Salt Lake City for a 
short while. Their next move was back to Granger and the last two years they spent in American Fork, 
Utah: where Frank was employed as electrician for the Salt Lake and Utah Railroad. 

Ellis has made a host of friends and each place she left will mourn her loss. In her days of illness 
she was very patient and faithful. She felt as if God was the only one to help her.
